A Good Suggestion 


Quite the most interesting suggestion as to 
the best method of signifying the great ad- 
miration which Britons have for the gallantry 
displayed by tha Greeks in thelr resistence and 
defeat of Haliary invasion, fs that at the end of 
the war Great Rritain should return the Elgin 
marbles to Greece. It will be remembered that 
‘Thomas Bruce, seventh Earl of Elgin and Kin- 
cardine, diplomatist and ert collector, was from 
1799 to’ 1802 envoy extraordinary at’ the Porte 

It was while he was in Constantinople that he 
formed the plan of removing from Athens the 
celebrated sculptures of the Parthenon which 
he purchased for £50,000. At the time his doing 
So was censured by some as sheer vandalism, 
while by others double were expressed as to 
the artistic value of many of the marbles. 
Fortunately there are no doubts about the

strongly of the opinion that the marbles should 
never have been removed from Greece end 
that. the best place for them would: be on the 
historic structure from which they were taken. 
‘There may be some doubt about that, for time 
and weather has done much to those sculp- 
tures still in situ which those Lord Elgin re- 
moved have esceped.

the grey dawn all we could’ see was 
about 800 boats on the horizon.

By and by  riff-raff came into 
the undefended stronghold, deserters 
‘and others firing thelr guns at ran~ 
om and gradually odds and ends of 
lekoly boats arrived at the port and 
everybody procecded to exact what.

With regard to the living costs in 
Shensi of foreigners — coal per ton, 
Wheat flour per eattie, meat, vexe- 
fables, rape-oll, fruit, eges, milk, 
cotton and Chinese tea, in 1037 the 
basis rate or unit ‘was $87. In 
February 1940 it had advanced to $443 
‘oF five times more. In December 1940 
the figure was $1414, Le, sixteen 
times more than before the war, On 
the other hand, the exchange on 
sterling 1s only four times more. 

Kerosene $30 per Gallon 

Kerosene cost $150 for five gallons’ 
and Chienmen cigarettes a dollar 
apiece. One of the biggest items, coal, 
will be cheaper soon since the rall- 
way made of material brought from 
the old Pinghan will connect Sian 
with the mines in northern ‘Shensi, 
thus cutting out the prohibitive cost 
of animal transpert and crossing of 
rivers.

‘While the debate in the U'S. Senate clearly 
indicates the great likelihood of the Lend and 
‘Lease Bill being enacted without any serious 
modifications, the speeches of the various 
senators who have participated should prove 
of interest to all supporters of the principles 
fof democracy, Indeed the sentiments which 
have been expressed go further than anything 
‘whieh was said in the House of Represent 
tives and it would scem that the isolationists 
fare doing no more than singing thelr swan 
song. When the change which has come 
‘over public opinion in the United States is 
considered, it is indeed remarkable that it 
has taken place with such rapidity and force. 
‘A year ago the United States in the main 
were highly critical of the whole war, and 
while there was a degree of sympathy with 
the allies it was at the time purely academic. 
German high powered propaganda was being 
directed to prevent the growth of that 
sympathy, and that it failed was due, firstly, 
to the habitual manner in which the Germans 
manage to overreach themselves, and, 
secondly, to the realization after the fall of 
France of the peril which would menace the 
United States should Britain be beaten. 

‘The U.S. presidential election was fought 
between ‘the two great parties on identical 
ines go far as the war was concerned. The 
Democrats had pledged themselves to extend 
all possible aid to Britain and her Allies 
short of going to war. Public opinion in the 
‘United States, when that announcement was 











i, ns~eould | 
not have adopted a different line, for it was. 
by that time realized that Britain, and ‘her 
‘Allies were in fact a rampart against the 
‘aggressive Powers, and that if by any chance 
the latter were to emerge victorious from this 
struggle the United States would have to face. 
‘the ‘same enemies singlelianded. ‘Thus the 
forces of sentiment were strengthened by a 
realization that the interests of the United 
States were threatened in this war, and that 
that menace could only be destroyed by a 
final victory for Great Britain and those with 
her. 

‘There is plenty of support in the United 
States for the belief that the people were 
prepared to go further if it were found in 
the event that the aid, which the Lend and 
Lease Bill is designed to give, did not prove 
‘suMeient. Senator Pepper was voicing, the 
view of the masses when he declared “The 
American people will not allow England 
‘o fall—eall it war or no war. Put this down 
as a promise: America will not let England 
fall.” Prosident Roosevelt's declaration that 
even if the United States were engaged in a 
war in the Pacific it would not interfere with 
the flow of war material to Great Britain, 
and the intention of the majority of the 
Senate appears to be that this opinion shall 
be proved correct. It follows then that the 
attempts of German intrigue to involve the 
United States in a struggle with Japan, for 
the purpose of proventing the shipment of 
war supplies to Britain has already failed, 
and that a war in the Pacific is superfluous 
‘even from a German point of view. 

‘That docs not however diminish the fact 
that during the next few months world affairs 
will undoubtedly reach a crisis. Until the 
enormous war industrial machine which the 
‘United States are constructing gets into full 
production, there will be an interval during. 
which Hitler may confidently be expected to 
do his utmost to force the issue. The only 
question outstanding then is whether the 
great assistance which the U.S. Legislature 
is planning will be at Britain's disposal in 
time, ‘The aid which is already forthcoming 
4s great and confidently expected to be suffi- 
lent to enable Britain and her Allies to 
‘withstand and beat off the German onslaughts. 
‘The next few months may indeed be dif- 
ult, but, when they have been endured, and 
beaten back, the tools will be ready ‘with 
which Great Britain and those with her will 
be able ultimately to administer the defeat 
which Hitler, by his conduct, so richly 
deserves. 





RUMANIA’S FATE 
‘ Feb: 19, 
‘Now that the German military penetration 
of Rumania has become undissuised occuna- 
tion, it is interesting to see how the Hitlerian 
doctrine of securing entrance into a,country 





bby force or fraud has been carried out in| 
this particular case. For that purpose it is 
not necessary to go further back than the 
beginning of December last when, it will be 
remembered, Germany and Rumania signed 
& 10-year pact for economic reconstruction 
of the latter. ‘The agreement resulted from 
talks which General Antonescu, the Rumanian 
Conducator, had with German officials when 
he was summoned to Berlin to sign his coun- 
try’s adherence to the Three Power Pact. 
According to “The Times" the preamble to 
the agreement stated that the Rumanian 
Government applied to the German Govern- 
ment for their support and co-operation, and 
that the German Government declared them- 
selves willing to grant technical and financial 
support in all flelds of economic life for the 
restoration of Rumania. It is probably nearer 
the truth to state:that Rumania, if she ever 
made any such application, was constrained 
to do so by German pressure, for her entry 
Into the tripartite pact meant that she came 
completely under German domination, and 
‘that {his preamble is merely a piece of the 
‘usual window dressing. 

‘The provisions of the 10-year pact are 
interesting, and the following is a summary 
published by “The Times” 

‘Under the agreement, as announced, Ger- 
many “wil grant comprehensive long-term 
credits to Rumania. The existing co-opera- 
tion for intensifying and raising’ production 
in agriculture and forestry will’ be con- 
tinued, and Germany will provide equipment 
‘and machinery necessary {for the develop- 
‘ment of Rumanian agriculture, ay well as the 
capital needed for the draining of marshland 
‘and. other” irrigation. 

“With a view to the systematic promotion, 
of Industrial. production in the framework 
of the new economic order in Europe, Ger- 
many, in accordance with the 10-year plan, 
‘wil place her technical. and financial. ald at 
Rumanla’s disposal" Under the plan Rumania 
will _develop and extend her means of com~ 
munleation—rallways, roads, ard pipelines— 
Yo her “natural economic markets within the 
framework of the new European order.” Ger 
many wil provide supplies to carry out this 
PiGermany declares herself “willing, in ade 
dition’ to giving long-term credits, to place 
‘capital at Rumania’s disposal for the develop 
ment’ of Rumanian industry andthe bank 
‘and credit system on the basis of private 
economic co-operation, and to provide agrl- 
cultural, industrial, ond other experts “in 
Secordance with Rumanis's wishes.” 

“Both Governmeris will pay due regard, 
in thelr political and trade relations with 
fach other, "to assuring that Rumanian pro- 
ducts are disposed of on the German market 
trises and tbat_the: Importance of the ur 
fmanige macket for German tade Wil Us 
increased. 

"Both Governments note with satisfaction 
hat ” German-Rumanian co-operation has 
‘already begun in all elds. They are deter- 
mined” to assure’ the fruitful continuation of 
this co-operation in the interests of both 
peoples.” 

Tt will be seen that the whole Rumanian 
economic scheme is to be based upon the 
premise that all Rumanian trade shall centre 
tupon German requirements, and that she shall 
{Mit her own needs in the German markets at 
prices having no relation to real values but 
to what Germany thinks they should be. 
‘Thus the whole economy of the country 
is just as clearly subordinated to the con~ 
venience of the Germans, as its territory and 
people are now bound in the shackles which 
Hitler has succeeded in placing upon them 
0 painlessly, Forced to surrender parts of 
its ‘territory’ to Hungary, Bulgaria, and 
Russia by the German insistence upon the 
preservation of peace in the Balkans, Rumania 
has been reduced to the status of an economic, 
military, and political appanage of the Reich 
and has as much independence as has, say, 
Holland. In the meantime the Rumanfans 
are suffering the depredations of the soldiery 
who are purchasing everything available with 
the worthless German marks, with which 
other countries under occupation have been 
plundered. They have been reduced to the 
common bond of misery to which occupied 
Europe has been reduced. ‘They have been 
as completely enslaved as if they had been 
defeated after a resistance such as that which 
Poland offered, and they, and their resources 
are being milked dry in precisely the same 
manner as countries further to. the north. 
Bulgaria is in a fair way to folowing suit. 
Penetration js already in progress, and it may 
be. confidently asserted that even if they 

ed to do 0, the Bulgarian Government 

is now in no position to resist. ‘The visits of 
‘Yugoslav ministers to Germany suggests that 
the same process is about to be applied to 
them, and the Balkan states, if Yugoslavia 
falls into Tine, will see again repeated the 
process of permanent spoliation for Ger- 
many’s immediate benefit, 





























JUST ANOTHER PACT

‘The enemy propagandists are crowing.

no surprise to Britain, for the Turkish 
Government kept Whitehall apprised of its 
progress, and maintained an attitude of-com- 
plete loyalty to the engagements existing 
between the two countries. In addition it 
fs to be noted that Turkey in one clause of 
the pact emphasized her close understanding 
with Great Britain. What will be Turkey's 
position should the German troops’ move 
across Bulgaria for the purpose of attacking 
Greece is not at present clear, and the pos- 
sibility of Ankara taking action in such an 
event cannot be altogether discounted, though 
the probability appears slighter now than it 
was before. 

‘The United Press carries an interesting 
story from Sofia to the effect that the Ger- 7 
mans. have launched conversations in that 
city to bring about a quick peace between 
the Greeks and the Italians. ‘That has been 
denied by the Grecks. If such conversations 
have not yet started there is a distinct prob- 
ability that they may, for the best aid 
‘Hitler can give to Mussolini is to extricate 
him from the mess he has got into by diplo- 
matic means rather thon by a military effort 
which the Greeks with British assistance 
might decide to resist. ‘The opinion express- 
ed in Sofia is that the signing of the Turko- 
Bulgarian pact confronts the Greeks with the 
alternatives of making peace, with occupation, 
before British forces arrive, or seeing their 
Tand become a battlefield should British forces 
arrive before the Germans move across Bul- 
garia. That seems to suggest that the Greeks 
‘would be expected to accept a peace of sur- 
render, and while it must be admitted that 
the picture would change considerably 
should German forces move, the military 
position in Albania at the moment is not such 
as to justify their accepting.any.so humiliat- 
ing a thing. 

‘There is also the position of Yugoslavia to 
be taken into account. Nothing has yet been 
made public regarding what occurred when 
the Yugoslav Premier and Foreign Minister 
made their recent trip to Germany to -dis- 
cuss matters with Hitler's government. 
‘Yugoslavia is being gradually’ isolated, and 
while its government undoubtedly desires to 
maintain its independence and neutrality, it 
is obvious that enormous German pressure is, 
being brought to bear upon it, with the pos~ 
sibility that it may ultimately succumb. 
Should that occur ft would mean that that 
country would be brought fully under the 
dominance of the Axis, and would be just 
completely despoiled’ as others who have 
already gone the same way. It is unlikely 
that Yugoslavia would be able to offer effec 
‘tive-resistance ‘fo any military action by the 
Germans. That possibility ‘commenced to 
disappear as one after another of the Balkan 
States were swept into the voracious maw 
of the Germans, and these latest develop- 
ments may very possibly mean the end of 
‘Yugoslav independence and freedom for the 
time being. 

There is something paradoxical about the 
‘Turkish-Bulgarian non-aggression pact, and 
that is that while those two countries mutu- 
ally agree to refrain from attacking each 
other, Bulgaria is actually being assaulted 
by the German method of penetration which 
must in the end deprive her of her freedom. 
‘The process has not yet gone so far as it 
has in Rumania, but’ the reduction of the 
Bulgarian Government to the merest shadow 
of authority is only a question of time, and 
that not very long. One thing may be cer- 
tain; these diplomatic acrobatics of the Ger- 
mans will not in the long run effect the out- 
come of this war. Hitler has achieved noth- 
ing but paper successes since the fall of 
France. Mussolini has accumulated nothing 
but defeat on land, on sea and in the air, 
while Germany has been engaged in build: 
ing up a crazy structure the foundations of 
which are based upon the hatred of sup 
pressed peoples, who await the moment when 
they can again strike for freedom. 

















ITALY’S EXAMPLE 
Feb. 20. 


Competent observers in Britain and the 
United States have been warning. Japan 
during the last few days against following the 
example of Italy and entering the war on 
the side of the Axis under the impression 
that it will soon be over, that Germany will 
be victorious, and that a distribution of the 
British Empire among the conquering 
nations is all that will be left to be decided. 
Mussolini had. the same impression during 
the critical days of France's collapse. From 
the outbreak of the war until the day he 
entered it, he'had managed to keep about 
1,200,000 French and Allied troops immo- 
bilized—a priceless aid to his master, Hitler. 
It is doubtful whether there has been any 
‘such instance of treachery by a neutral in 
| the records of warfare up to that date, “En~ 
Joying the consideration of the Allies—in fact, 
almost preferential — treatment—Mussolini 
stepped in at what he believed was the last 
moment, in order to get what he could out 
of the finale. His miscaleulation was that 
the collapse of France was not the finale by 
any means. Italy is now a defeated nation, 
beaten in Greece and in Africa, bombed af 

i and even invaded by  parachutists. 
And observers in Europe see, rightly or 
‘wrongly, a parallel between the position of 





is not strictly in line with the facts, since 
Britain, as the leader of the resistance to the 
‘Nazi menace, is very far from showing signs 
of collapse,’ On the contrary, Britain has 
taken the offensive in the air and at sea, 
and is the cause of an unprecedented number 
of brain-storms and outbursts of temper in 
Hitler's premises in Berlin and in his retreat 
at Berchtesgaden, which he finds more com- 
fortable owing to the air raids on Berlin. 
‘The gestures towards Italy, made by 
Britain and France, before Mussolini brought 
his country into the war, were construed in 
Rome as signs of weakness. ‘They were noth 
ing of the sort. Tt was not until it was shown 
that the German break-through over the 
Meuse was on a major scale that Mussolini 
had the courage to do moe than make him= 
self a nuisance’ to the Allies. ‘The break- 
through occurredon May 12 and 13; On May. 
14 the Fascists staged an anti~Allied demén- 
stration in Rome, burning a coffin draped 
with the French’ and British flags, outside 
the British embassy. The coffin ‘was, of 
course, the symbol of the death, of’ the 
British and French empires—and how 
false it has turned out to be! Thereafter, as 
the German advance progressed and it 'be~ 
came increasingly obvious that the situation 
of the British and French forees in Flanders 
‘was becoming desperate, anti-Allied demon- 
tions in Italy became more and more 
violent. At this point President Roosevelt 
intervened with a message to Mussolini, 
urging him to keep Italy out of the’ conflict. 
‘The message was not answered for many 
days, and then only when Mussolini had cast 
the dle and Italy was in the war. On May 
18 the “Popolo d'Italia,” one of the leading 
journals among the Fascist controlled press, 
‘said, in answer to President Roosevelt: “We 
regard ourselves in fact as having already 
intervened.” On the next day, Count Ciano, 
the Italian Foreign Minister, ‘declared in a 
speech in commemoration of the first anni- 
versary of the German-Italian alliance: 
“Italy cannot remain absent from the present 
terrible struggle which will forge the destintes 
of. the world” Conerete evidence that 
Mussolini agreed with him was. given on 
May 24, the day that the Germans reached 
Calais in their drive along the Channel coast, 
when the Italians “postponed” the departure 
of all trans-Atlantic liners. On May 26 
Mussolini conferred with the General staffs 
of his army and navy. ‘The Allied position 
‘on that day looked hopeless. On the follow- 
ing day, the Allies made big concessions to 
Italy in regard to the iolockade, 





which wom 
not well received. President Rooscva}t_fhe 
next day sent another personal.anasn¥to 


Mussolini, but he was. too. busy, confersing=cae 


with his general staffs to recelve it. All the 
time, British and French ministers were 
declaring that no matter what happened the 
war would be continued until Nazism was 
defeated. As it tured out, the French as~ 
‘surances were not carried out, but Mussolini 
now knows that the British meant what they 
said. He had plenty of warning, plenty of 
friendly advice, but he chose to ignore it 
all, : 

Tt is possible that a somewhat similar situa~ 
tion is developing in the Far East, ‘Though 
the tempo of events is considerably slower 
than those which occurred just prior ‘to the 
collapse of France, there seem to be the same 
exchanges of warnings and threats in this 
part of the world as there were in Europe 
uring the critical days of May and June. 
But this time the warnings are backed with 
a greater display of force, and the threats 
are received by an Empire which is strong 
enough to take them and ignore them. ‘There 
Should be no mistake made in the Far East 
such as was made in the Mediterranean by 
Mussolini. ‘The latter had many more ox- 
cuses for being deceived than have the states- 
men in Tokyo today. It appeared to him 
then that the war was all but over. He 
could see for himself that the great power 
of France was humbled, if not almost exter- 
minated. Britain stood to lose the greater 
part of her army, trapped in Flanders by a 
masterly German manoeuvre. ‘That things 
did not turn out as they seemed to be about 
to do has resulted in Mussolini's débacle. 
Instead of partaking of a victor’s banquet, 
hhe has been forced to eat humble pie. 














MORE PEACE TALK 
Feb. 21, 

‘When Mr. Koh Ishil, deputy spokesman of 
the Japanese Information Board, announced 
Japan's readiness to mediate in’ conflicts in 
any part of the world it was not thought that 
he was doing anything but speaking off the 
record. With the fact ‘that Mr. Matsuoka, 
Japanese Forelgn- Minister, has addressed 
a special message to Mr. Anthony Eden 
offering to take whatever action is needed 
to restore normal conditions, not only. in 
the Far East, but anywhere in the 
world, the whole matter assumes very 
considerable significance. One of the parties 
to the ‘Triple Alliance, with’ the, rest 
of which Great, Britain is at war,-has come 
forward with an offer to mediate. It is 
alleged that this has been done without prior 
consultation with Germany, but the infiltra- 
tion of Nazis into Japan's highest quarters 
is such that it is difficult.to believe that this 
offer was not. made with the foreknowledge 
of Germans in Japan if-not in Berlin. ‘The

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reports of the offer, it is true, gave the Gi 
‘man spokesman in’Berlin the opportunity to 
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declare that it was getierally the weaker 
parly which sought the services of a media~ 
{or, but in this connection it is important to 
role that’ this talk of mediation did not 
originate in Britain, but comes from a coun- 
fry, having important contractual relations 
with her enemy. 

Tt is deelaved in London that the offer will 
receive due consideration, ‘but that it is 
extremely Improbable that Great Britain will 
change her policy which demands that a 
victory for the democratic forees of the world 
Shall precede any talks of peace. Contrary 
{to what the “Miyako Shimbun"'may say on 
‘the ‘matter Japan is definitely not qualified 
fo mediate in the European war. Allied as 
she is. with Germany and Ialy it is clearly 
impossible for her to play the part of an 
hhonest. broker, quite apart “from the fact 
that the present is no time for endeavouring 
to negotiate a peace which on the face of it 
would amount. to a temporary compromise 
and the prelude for yet another war. It is 
confidently expected that Great Britain will 
reply in some such terms to the message 
from the Japanese Foreign Minister. The 
German military machine has got to be put 
out of business once and for all, beforé there 
‘ean be any real prospects of a durable peace. 

Quite naturally there will be much specula- 
tion as to why this offer was made at this 
Juneture. Hitler, himself, Is apparently 
doing the astonishing thing of keeping the 
promise he made last year, when he appealed 
fo Great Britain to return to reason; that he 
‘would make no more peace overtures. That 
‘would not, however, prevent either of his 
allies doing the job ‘for him, and when the 
situation in Europe is taken’ into considera~ 
tion, when it is realized that Hitler has to 
make gigantic efforts to force the issue, oF 
remain in a state of stalemate while’ hi 
Halian ally is being hammered, and Britain’ 
‘war potential continually inereases, it is 
obvious that his desire for peace is 
‘infinitely greater than Great Britain's. Noth~ 
ing, it must be emphasized, would serve 
Hitier’s ends at the present moment better 
‘han that Britain should consent to negotiate 
peace which would only serve to reduce 
this war to a dress rehearsal for another t0 
come a few years later in which he could 
hope to avold tho mistakes which have 
tharked his conduct of this struggle. 

It is not diMcult to conceive the widespread 
plotting which peace now would render pos- 
sible, “It, would mean that the democracies 
would live under the continual shadow of 
war while the Tripartite Alliance could per- 
fect its plans for a great, and what they 
would hope would be a” final, ‘successful 
stroke. ‘That must not be allowed to occur. 
‘This war which was not of Britain's seeking 
thust be fought to the bitter end. Mr. Chur= 
chill has assured the ‘world that there shall 

@ no compromise. Britain owes it to her- 
self, to her Empire, and to alt the democracies 
that this menace which Hitler has built up 
shall be destroyed. In that, and in 
‘that alone ean peace be secured and 
‘maintained, By that, and by that alone will 
it be made possible for humanity to continue 
to live in freedom and work out the destiny 
which is before It. It is idle now to talle of 
peace when there can be no such thing pro- 
viding any degrce of permanence. 














IN N. E, AFRICA 
Feb. 21. 


While the British forees in Libya are 
making preparations for the final invasion of 
‘Tripolitania, during which time there must 
necessarily be a lull in hostilities, British and 
Ethiopian forces are active in north-east 
Africa, In Eritrea after the capture of 
‘Agordat the next point to be dealt with was 
Keren, which has natural defences the sur- 
mounting of which may take some time. The 
town it is reported is already invested on 
‘two sides, but its general situation is such 
that, if the Italians do decide to make a 
stand there, they may prove somewhat of 
fan obstacle, In Abyssinia, Ethiopian troops 
which have been under training by the Brit 
ish for some months past, and are now under 
British leadership have been making con- 
siderable headway in the Gondar and Amhara 
aveas, north and south of Lake ‘Tsana, with 
the result that they have penetrated deeply 
into the country, and are now within 150 
miles of Addis’ Ababa, which means that, 
since they started the invasion less than a 
month ago, they have progressed nearly two 
hundred miles from the western border of 
Ethiopia. ‘This has been done through ex- 
ceptionally rough country, where there are 
still very few voads and where the going has 
bbeen very difficult, fs 

In addition to the Ethiopians who have ve- 
ceived training in modern warfare, the na~ 
tives are reported to be rising in the wake 
of the invaders, and what may appear now 
to be a movement of comparatively few men 
will in the course of a few weeks develop 
into a regular torrent of onslaught on the 
retreating Italians, Indeed, with compara- 
tively little more progress in Gondar and 
Amhara, domination of the Italian roads con- 
necting Addis Ababa with Eritrea will come 
under British control, making the withdraw- 
al of the Italians more than a little difficult, 
‘and foreing them to depend upon the Addis 
Ababa-Jibuti railway whieh in all prob- 











“ability is even now the main thoroughfare 


for the transport of Italian men and materials 
to the coast, 


Further south along the Abyssinian- 
Kenya-Italian Somaliland border, movements 
have not been so rapid. It will be remember- 
ed that shortly after Ttaly entered the war, 
allan forces sought to drive southward into 
Kenya, and did indeed make some progress 
until eld up by the difficulty of the terrain, 
‘and the growing resistance of the colonial 
troops who had retired to places more con- 
veniently to be defended. Since then they 
have been very considerably reinforced, have 
driven the Italians out of the positions they 
captured, and have in turn been able to 
commence an invasion of Italian Somaliland. 
In that territory the British appear to have 
got as far as the Juba River; which runs 
Parallel with the border, but ‘some twenty 
miles inside. Here the ‘Italians might be 
‘able to make a stand on the cast bank of 
the river, though if the report is correct that 
the Italians have been driven out of Mfudu, 
then it may be possible for the British easily 
to force passage across the river. 

‘That the British are moving as rapidly s| 
possible may be taken for granted, for the 
quicker they can clear up the situation in 
north-east “Africa the sooner will they be 
able to transfer their forces to Egypt in readi- 
ness to reinforee the opposition to any at- 
tempt which Hitler may seek "to make in 
the Near East. From the scanty reports to 
hand it seems as if the Italians in this por- 
tion of Africa have been making a sturdier 
fight than their compatriots in Libya, though 
it must be admitted: that isolated units in 
that area particularly at such places as 
Giarabub are still holding out against the 
British forees which have invested their 
positions. ‘That will avail them little in 
north-east Africa, for supplies are the de- 
ciding factor, and as these diminish the pos- 
sibility of continued Italian resistance must 
‘dwindle accordingly. 











MEASURES OF DEFENCE 
Feb. 22. 

It is to be regretted that, the Japanese Press| 
is making so much out of the fact that the 
Government of the United States has decided 
to create further bases in the Pacific, and 
that the British have reinforced the garrison 
in Malaya. The comment for which they 
are responsible cannot but have an unfor- 
tunate effect upon public opinion in Japan, 
and serve to inflame it at a time when the 
greatest prudence and caution is necessary. 
Fortunately it is not likely to stampede the 
Japanese Government into precipitate action. 
‘Not by any stretch of the imagination can the 
purely defensive steps which the United 
‘States and Great Britain be converted into| 
preparations for an offensive against Japan, 
for they ate taken for the purpose of secur-| 
‘ing adequate protection in the event of the 
extremists in Japan pushing things too far. 
Tt has been said time and time again that| 
neither Great Britain, nor the United States 
desires war in the Pacific. They will certainly’ 
not start one. But they are determined that, 
thelr interests in this part of the world shall’ 
be respected, and will move in defence of 
thom if they are threatened. : 

‘That is a plain ment of a plain truth.| 
If there is {o be any war in the Pacific the’ 
responsibility will rest solely upon the 
shoulders of those men at present in control 
‘of the Japanese Government, inspired by 
grandiose ambitions which can only result 
in the further impoverishment of their 
country. It has been made quite clear to 
them in declarations which permit of not 
the elightest doubt, that Britain and the! 
United States will resist any more attempts 
to alter the status quo. Neither of them are 
particularly impressed by the Japanese claim. 
to be establishing a “new order” in the Far 
East, whether it is of co-prosperity, as 1s 
‘alleged, or whether it is simply to be a poli- 
tical, economic and military hegemony of this) 
part of the world under the aegis of Japan. 
‘They will continue to insist upon full respect 
for their rights and interests which they have 
honourably acquired in this part of the world, 
‘and will undoubtedly defend them if they 
‘are menaced. 

‘The issue cannot possibly be stated more 
plainly than that, Great Britain which is 
fighting to prevent the establishment of 
Hitler's new order in Europe will not tolerate 
the establishment of one elsewhere calculated | 
to threaten her interests. Neither will the| 
United States which have not yet become in- 
volved in warfare. Neither do they contem- 
plate anything in the nature of an attack | 
on Japan, but they are clearly preparing to| 
fight a defensive war should rashness on 
the part of the Japanese Government bring, 
‘one about. Viewed in that light the decisions 
by the British and American Government, 
with regard to Singapore in the first case, 
and additional bases in the Pacific in the 
other are purely defensive, just as defensive 
‘as would be similar action taken by Japan in 
her own possessions. 

It needs 0 be emphasized that the present 
Japanese Government and the Japanese Press 
are merely playing Hitler’s game in the Far 
East for him. He greatly desires that Great 
Briain should be foreed to fight on two 
fronts, in Europe and the Far East, and that 
the United States by becoming involved with 
Japan should be, prevented from maintaining

to Britain would still go forward, so that} 
should the Japanese extremists plunge Japan 
into wor, there is no certainty that she would 
win, and no probability that Hitler’s ends 
would be served. Taking another view of the: 
situation, there must be many in Japan who 
regret the policy which their Government 
has carried out since entering the Tripartite 
Alliance. Impoverished by the China In- 
cident, Japan had a splendid chance to recoup 
by maintaining strict neutrality and con- 
centrating on the business of supplying world 
markets to which Germany has no aceess, anid 
which Great Britain and other countries can 
only supply in limited quantities. ‘The pos: 
sibility of large and increasing markets is thus 
being lost to Japan, which receives in their 
place the possibility of being launched into’ 
‘a war which cannot serve her best interests. 





WASHINGTON’S BIRTHDAY 
Feb. 22, 

‘Today is the anniversary of the birth of 
that . great American patriot, George 
Washington, the man who successfully 
Jed the American colonials in the War of 
Independence and who crowned that effort! 
by serving as President of the United States, 
for two terms. Because of existing condi- 
tions the observance of the day will be 
considerably modified as compared with other 
years, for never before has this anniversary 
‘come’ round when the whole world hung on’ 
the precipice of a universal war, and the 
chaos that would involve. Washington has 
almost ceased to be a historical figure and 
instead has become an American institution, 
‘and Daniel Webster, writing on the com-, 
pletion of the Bunker Hill monument rightly 
said:— 

‘America has furnished to the world the 
character of Washington! And if our Ameri- 
can institutions had done nothing else, that 
‘alone would have entitled them to the respect 
of mankind. 

Speaking in an almost similar vein, Mr. Ed. 
Everett, a few years after Webster, said: 

‘The character, the counsels and example 
of our Washington....they will guide us 
through the doubts and difficulties that beset 
usi they will guide our children and our 
children’s children in the paths of prosperity 
‘and peace, while America shall hold her 
place in the family of nations. 

But if these were the sentiments of 
Americans after Washington's death they were 
‘also the views of the greater part of the: 
‘American people during his lifetime, and 
though during his second term he was severe- 
ly attacked by party leaders, etc,, until’ the’ 
idea of a third term of office was repugnant 
to him, there is very lltle doubt indeed that 
had he run for a third term he would have 
‘won the day. In England of that day he 
was considered hy. some to be merely a trai- 
tor, but there were others who sympathized 
with the American cause, and were not afvaid 

Parliament. ‘Thus! 















November 18, 1777: 
as Tam an Englishman while a foreign troop 
was lander in my country I never would lay’ 
down my arms, never! never! — never!" 
Could a more sweeping endorsement of the 
action of the American colonials headed by 
Washington possibly have come from such’ 
authoritative lips as those of the great states- 
man who has just been quoted? 

‘The child who was born on this day 209 
years ago was destined to fight in America 
for those very same principles of democracy 
which are now being defended in Europe and 
elsewhere, and which might, should they 
become further endangered mean that the} 
United States would also have to assume the 
task of actively protecting them by force of 
arms. It is to be hoped that that necessity 
will not arise. Indeed it is believed with 
confidence that it will not, but there cannot 
be the slightest doubt that the people of the 
United States, animated by the same spirit 
which inspired Washington to lead his fellow 
colonials against the oppressions of a badly 
advised English king, would swiftly rally to 
the standard if their democracy were to be 
in any way imperilled. Washington when he 
laid the foundation of the great American 
State built well as the world now sees, and) 
the people of the country have something, 
which is worth while defending at any} 
sacrifice. 

‘That is the reason why this anniversary} 
has its own particular significance. It| 
may’ be, though it is devoutly hoped not, 
that by’ the time this holiday again comes 
round the Government of the United States| 
will have been obliged to take fateful deci-| 
sions which may involve the, protection of 
its rights, and possibly the freedom of the 
people it governs. Should they have to do 
that, the example of Washington's steadfast} 
‘courage will lead them to defend the glorious! 
heritage he bequeathed ‘to them, the right 
to free speech, to justice, to liberty and all] 
that serves to raise men above the status 
of brute beasts and transforms them into! 
thinking beings. In days such as. these 
sympathy must go out to President Roosevelt] 
‘who having broken the tradition of 
‘eminent predecessor, is faced with problems| 
much greater than ‘the latter had to solve.|

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HELP FOR SANTANDER 
Feb. 24. 
‘There are two very significant facts in 
‘connection with the relict of Santander, the 
city in Spain which has suffered so severely 
‘as a result of hurricane, and fire. One is 
that Great Britain has afforded assistance by 
diverting two steamers carrying wheat and 
corn, originally destined for Great Britain, 
to the distressed city, and the other is that 
the Germans have come forward with an 
offer of the services of some five hundred 
technicians, and soldiers to help in restoring 
the stricken city. ‘The fact that Great Briz * 
tain has been able to give two shiploads of 
foodstuffs to Santander at such a time as 
‘this speaks volumes on the subject of the 
{food situation in Britain, and the eMciency 
of the German blockade, Obviously, if Bri- 
tain is able to divert food in such a manner 
she is not in such, a parlous condition’as the 
German propagandists would have the world 
believe. ‘That the gesture has been made in 
connection with Britain's adopted policy of 
helping Spain to recover from the damage 
done during the civil war may be taken for 
granted, but the fact that she can afford to 
hand over such a substantial amount of food 
clearly indicates a favourable domestic posi- 
tion which alone could make such a move 
possible, 


‘There appears to be some doubt as to 
whether Spain will ultimately accept. the 
German offer of assistance, It was reported 
that Senor Suner, Spanish Foreign Minister, 
had accepted, though later it was suggested 
that premature disclosure of the German offer 
had produced such a reaction abroad that at 
the last hour the offer may. still be declined. 
If ever the Spanish Government should re 
member ‘the saying Quiquid id est timeo 
Dangos et dona ferentes it surely is now, 
for if the Germans abandon for a moment 
‘thelr traditional brutality for the purpose of 
appearing to the Spaniards as angels of 
merey they are not adopting that unusual 
role for no ulterior motive. ‘The fate of 
Rumania has to be borne in mind. There 
Hitler got his forces into the country on the 
pretence of protecting the oilfields and train- 
ing the Rumanian army. ‘That country is no 
more than a vassal state to the Reich, Bul= 
aria is likewise being penetrated by fraud 
[and will undoubtedly be shortly reduced to 
the same unenviable position, and the mis~ 
fortune which has befallen Santander. give 
Hitler a chance under the guise of perform- 
ing an errand of mercy,—and nothing could 
be more hypocritical than that,—which will 
enable him to further his project for de~ 
priving Spain of her freedom, 

There may not be much o the suggestion 
that Germany would like {0 make use of 
the port of Santander as a base from which 
to attack Gibraltar, for Hitler has not the 
fleet with which to challenge Britain's con- 
trol of the Mediterranean. Rather is it to 
be believed that, if he possibly can, he will 
jendeavour to persuade the Spanish 'Govern- 
ment to give passage overland {o his troops. 
Should General Franco accede to any such 
request Great Britain would undoubtedly re~ 
gard it as a hostile act, and withdrawing the 
assistance which she is already affording the 
Spanish, include them in the general block- 
fade of the enemy. ‘The effect of that upon 
Spain would indeed be tragic, and increase 
the sufferings of a country which even now 
is suffering greatly. That is a matter which 
concerns Hitler not one whit. ‘The miseries 
of Spain mean nothing to him so long as his 
own designs can be furthered, and they 
clearly envisage an altack against Great Bri~ 
tain in the Mediterranean which would be 
productive of no results unless he were able 
to strike successfully at both ends of that 
sea. Spain is an attractive temptation to 
Hitler. Brought under his control and com~ 
pletely deprived of its freedom, he would, 
provided he was able to capture the Rock, 
be in a position to control the Mediterranean 
to the complete exclusion of everyone else, 
including his accomplice Mussolini. ‘The op- 
portunity provided by the misfortune which 
has befallen Santander is just one which 
could be expected to seize upon eagerly, and 
the man whose forces have machine-gunned 
fceing civilians, bombed the unfortunate 
Polish non-combatants, slaughtered thousands 
in his wanton bombing of the heart of Rot- 
tergam, now pretends that his heart bleeds 
for" the peoplo of Santander, and that he is 
willing to extend his bloodstained hands for 
the purpose of succouring them. ‘The man 
is animated with no ideals of merey. It is 
entirely foreign to his whole mental makeup, 
‘and, if the Spanish Government does let him. 
Ingo the country, they will never get im 
out, 
































IN FRANCE 
Feb. 24. 


‘There is so much to be recorded in con- 
nection with this' war that some stories have 
fo be missed. Amongst them are reports as 
to conditions in France concerning which 
‘a traveller from the occupied and unoccupied 
parts of the country has been able to give 
fan account to tho “News-Chronicle” which * 
appeared in an issue recently to hand. It 








Will be remembered that after the fall of 
France out of the dismay and grief which 
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was caused, arose a very definite dislike’ of 
Great Britain. That was mainly due to mis- 
‘understanding, and the attempts of the Ger- 
‘man propaganda machine, but since then a 
very considerable change has come over the 
situation, According to the traveller quoted 
by the British journal “National, as well as 
pro-British feelings are arising in an 
* amazing way in France—even too quickly 
in my opinion, as they may be used as an 
excuse by the Nazis to take severe measur 
‘or occupy the whole country at any moment. 
By way of illustration he tells the story of 
what happened in Paris on Armistice Day, 
in the Champs Elysées and the Place de 
Y'Btolle around the Unknown Warrior's tomb. 


‘athe Champs Elysées were black with people 
marching up to pass round the tomb under 
the Are de Triomphe which was surrounded 
by a vast crowd. Suddenly, as if some sign- 
‘al had been given, this immense crowd: be~ 
xan to sing the “Marscillaise” in the face 
of the German soldiers on duty at the tomb. 
When the police tried to clear the Place de 
YEtoile the people refused to move on, 
‘whereupon the German soldiers commenced 
to machine-gun the crowd from the top of 
the Are de ‘Triomphe. There were a few 
casualties, and after a huge ery of vive la 
Franee the people started to move on. They 
had been brought to a realization that they 
fare under the Nazi heel. ‘The informant of 
the “News-Chronicle” continues :-— 

‘On the morning of Armistice Day, students, 
having secured a donkey, painted ‘on it ‘the 
letters W. N. which figure on all German 
transport ‘service cars, and placed a German 
‘officer's high boot on each side of the donkey— 
‘as 1f an offleer had been riding on its back. A. 
‘procession of students went up the Champs 
Elysées escorting the donkey and, in turn, 
rushing to it, insulting it and spitting on it, 

‘Everybody ‘was greatly amused and, at first, 
German ‘officers who passed the procession, 
falling to understand the real meaning of this 
demonstration, laughed, too... .But, in the end 
the police intervened, By that tlme, several 
hundred people had gathered. When policemen 
‘ordered the students to go with thelr donkey 
to the police station. they began to sing the 
“Marseiliaise.” The police threatened to arrest 
them if they continued, whereupon the 
students obeyed. stopped ‘singing the “Mar- 
selllalse,” but sang instead “God save the 
King," In which the crowd joined. 

‘Not until they had finished singing | the 
British National Anthem did the — students 
mareh to the police station. 

‘When it comes to demonstrating against 
the Germans the students, some of whom 
have been shot for doing 50, are olways to 

* the fore. An interesting story in this con- 
nection is to the effect that one day a party 
of students exchanged angry words with a 
German officer. He was foolish enough to 
slap the face of one of them, whereupon he 
‘was immediately set upon, promptly debag- 
ged, and publicly spanked before the police 
had time to intervene. It is very difficult 
to maintain the dignity of the German officer 
in such circumstances and the thought of 
his being publicly paddled has about it the 
true Gallic touch, Apart from that it is re~ 
ported that the French fully realize that the 
radio and the newspapers are under Nazi 
control, and in consequence the French pay 
little attention to what they hear in the 
brondeasts or read in the papers. Instead 
everyone who can listens to the B.B.C. and 
French broadcasts from Britain. ‘Those who 
have no receiving set meet at friends’ places 
to hear the news from London and after- 
wards they pass it on. ‘The conclusion to 
be drawn from this account and others is 
that the heart of France is fundamentally 
sound, that the French have regained thelr 
old senso of realities, and that their. judg- 
ment is no longer clouded by the miseries of 
the initial disillusionment, 


























MUSSOLINI TALKS 
Feb. 25. 


Tn some ways it is a pity that it is im~ 
possible to obtain a full account of the speech 
which Mussolini made on Sunday to the 
Faselo di Combattimenti del Urbe, for the 
probabilities are that, if so many significant 
admissions can be found in the condensed 
versions to hand, the full text contains a 
great many more. Indeed the fabricator of 
the “mirrors of truth” seems {o have been 
inadvertently acting up to his self-claimed 
reputation for apart from the flamboyant 
rodomontade to he expected of dictators, who 
have so much to hide, there is clearly evi- 
denced a desire to oxplain reverses away. 
‘Mussolini is, not quite sure about how long: 
Haly has been at war. The dates appear to 
vary from 1922 to 1935, but it does not matter 
which dato he chooses for his own purposes, 
for it will be remembered that at one time, 
shortly before Hitler precipitated the present 
hostilities, Mussolini was busy telling the 
world that the preparations for a great 
Italian exposition to take place in 1942 was 
the best possible guarantee that there would 
be no war. Yet, now, Mussolini claims to 
have been ‘fighting at Ieast from 1935. 

‘That, however, is merely a side issue. The 
important admission relates. to the immensity 

\ of the effort which Mussolini planned to make 
vin north Africa. In Libya a force consisting 
‘of 370,000 officers and men with vast supplies 
‘of war material were to invade Egypt. ‘They 
‘made some initial progress, but have since 





‘been utterly defeated, and two armies broken 
to such an extent that they have lost approxi- 
‘mately 180,000 in casualties and prisoners of 
‘war. This great foree was sent to Libya on 
a gamble, for Mussolini admits that “soldiers 
who are fighting in the Empire without hope 
of reinforcements are those who are furthest 
away. but nearest our hearts.” He knew 
then, ‘as he knows now, that there was no 
chance of reinforcing those troops, because 
the Italians did not have, and have not been 
‘able to obtain command of the Mediterranean. 
‘Then there is another admission to the effect. 
that the British offensive which started on 
December 9 “forestalled us by a few days.” 
‘That is a clear statement that the British 
grabbed the initiative, took the Italians by. 
surprise and made great gains. 

‘The truthfulness of the man is not, how- 
ever, consistent. Despite the defeats inflicted 
upon his armies in Albania, Mussolini has 
the impertinence to tell the world that 
Italian soldiers in Albania are “superb. and 
writing pages of legendary glory.” In 
Albania, as in Libya, they hold the champion- 
ship tities for eross country events, and it 
is quite clear that, unaided, the Italians will 
not be able to force their opponents to take 
those championships over. ‘Then comes an- 
other admission which also reads strangely. 
“Sine Taranto,” he declared, “the course of 
the war has been unfavourable to us, but 
our strength of recovery is enormous.” What 
was it that happened at Taranto to make it 
such an epoch-making date if the claims 
which the British made of the damage they 
inflicted upon the Italian Navy are not in 
fact true? The only possible deduction to be 
drawn, from what has happened, and the. 
story which Mussolini tells now, is that the 
British are not the liars he claims them to 
be but that that particular boot so closely fts 
his own foot. 

‘The only question which remains to be an- 
swered is as to why Mussolini found it 
necessary to make this defensive speech at 
such a juncture as this, with all that it 50 
significantly admits. The answer must be 
that the reports of a rising tide of disaffection 
in Italy are in fact true, that Mussolini re- 
alized that he was being criticised by his 
‘own people and decided to make a specch 
ealculated to disarm his critics. He stands 
now in a lamentable light. Unable to feed 
the more eredulous of his people with tales 
of present victories;—and that is necessary 
for every dictatorship if it is to continue to 
exist—he regales them with promises of 
success in the future. Such is but poor cur~ 
reney with which to satisfy people living on 
the hunger line and called upon to make) 
sacrifices which promise no relief from pre- 
sent miseries. His Italian empire is fading 
like a mirage, his control-of the Mediter- 
ranean never did exist, and he stands con- 
demned in his own words of leaving some- 
where about half a million of his people in 
north and north-eastern Africa unaided, and 
completely betrayed. Mussolini, himself 
‘admits it, and he claims to be a ‘consistent 
teller of the truth. 




















WHAT TO EXPECT 
"Fel 


During the last few days there have been| 
a number of reports from south-eastern’ 
Europe of an apparently contradictory nature. 
‘On the one hand it has been made to appear 
that the Balkan Powers are being intimidated 
by Germany into falling into line with the 
schemes which have been devised in Berlin. 
‘On the other, there may be perceived a slight 
strengthening of the opposition which has up 
to now held up the planned Nazi drive into 
south-east Europe. This drive was probably 
originally worked out on the assumption that 
the Italians would be successful in their offen- | 
sive ngainst Greece. ‘There seemed to be 
nothing on the books of the Axis Powers 
Which would prove that this offensive would) 
prove either difficult or impossible of con- 
Summation. ‘The facts have shown that the! 
‘book entries are not to be relied upon. Ttaly’ 
has most dismally failed in an area in which 
she was granted every chance of success. 
Italy has shown, as the proof has shown, as 
the proof has been reinforced by the debacle 
in Africa, that Mussolini is no more than a 
big town bully and an international bluff. 
Signor Gayda, the foremost of the Italian| 
bluff-merchanis, has had the impudence to 
declare that the whole of the retreat in 
North Africa was a part of a scheme to entrap 
the British forees in a desert area, while the 
‘Axis powers got busy on other fronts. That] 
is to say, half the Italian troops were allowed 
to have been captured, killed or wounded, 
and huge quantities of war materials, for no 
other purpose than to persuade the British’ 
that they were winning. Nothing more can’ 
be said than that the British like this kind 
of trap. 

If Hitler wants a quick decision in this war 
and there seems to be little doubt that 
Quick decision is the only one which will 
do him any has to attack objectives 
which will have a vital influence upon the 
Well-being or otherwise of the British Isles 
themselves. This may be done in two ways: 
either by intensifying the submarine block~| 











fade, which is a difficult and costly thing to 
do; or by an outright invasion, which seems| 
next door to impossible. It would appear to| 
be almost a hopeless proposition to create; 
a diversion outside of British waters which 


might seriously weaken the defences of the 
British Isles against invasion and at the same 
‘time enable the Axis to strike a blow in the 
Mediterranean which would enable them to| 
keep the major part of the British defence 
forces—the Navy—engaged in duties not im= 
mediately connected with the protection of 
the British shores. The results of the fight- 
ing in the Mediterranean before the Nazis 
came on the scene, may be briefly summarized 
fs follows: the Italian battle fleet has been 
rippled, since the raid on Taranto; the 
Ttalian cruiser fleet, with its great speed, has 
been proved to be illusory, since the sinking 
of the Colleoni by H.MS. Sydney—a much 
Slower vessel—and the Italian submarine 
‘warfare has met with only mediocre success, 
owing to the fact that the crews of the sub- 
marines have not got thelr hearts in thelr 
work. 

More than half of -the Italian army in 
North Africa has been defeated and captured, 
and Rome claims that the capture has been a 
result of a “trap.” The Italian navy has 
‘been virtually put out of action as a result! 
of the Taranto battle, and the Italian claim 
that they still dominate the Mediterranean, 
ean be ignored. In Albania, the best of the 
Italian army has been routed by the Greeks. 
‘The Royal Air Force has assisted in this rout, 
but the nature of the country indisputably 
puts the credit for the Italian defeat down 
to the Greek armies. In this battle the RAF. 
hhave played a vital part, but the Grecks 
themselves have won positions against the 
Italians, and there can be no question as to 
which force the greater part of the credit 
foes. ‘There remain the prospects for the 
future. Will Germany invade Greece, after 
having overcome all the difficulties of the 
Bulgarian terrain? It is more thap possible. 
But if this invasion is undertaken, even with 
the half-hearted co-operation. ‘of certain 
Bulgarian elements, there can be no doubt 
but that the Nazis will have undertaken 
another task which will employ a large and 
important section of thelr army to another 
purpose than to prevent their adversaries 
from benefitting from thab part of the world 
war. That is what is called negative strategy, 
and will be a proof that the Nazis are at 
the end of thelr tether so far as further 
embarrassment of Britain is concerned.

“The Faithful Friend” 


While Britons in China are competing for © 
design which may ultimately adorn the planes 
of the British China Squadron, there comes an. 
interesting bit of history concerning the de- 
sign now being used by No. 224 Genoral Re- 
connaiasenco Squadron. which is a castellated 
tower with a serpent twining itselt round the 
walls. ‘The design is a simplification of the 
arms of the city of Otranto in Italy, During 
the last war, when Britain nd France wete 
helping Italy to resist the attacks of the Ger- 
mans and Austrians, No. 224 General Recon. 
halssonee Squadron was formed in Otranto as = 
Wing of the Royal Naval Air Service. Just 
before the end of the war, it was reformed 
as No, 03 Wing of the RAY, and was given 
Mis present number in February 1037. When 
this event occurred, It wes suggested that the 
squadron might take os its insignia some de~ 
sign which would recall where it first came 
into existence, and the arms of Otranto, were 
‘upon. A design was prepered and sub- 
mitted to the Italian embassy in London for 
approval. It was relurned some time later with 
the signature across it: “Mussolini, “Rome, 
1938" ‘The Tlalian embassy had sent’ the d 
‘sign all the way to Rome, to receive the ap- 
roval of Il Duce. In commenting upon this In- 
cident, the “Menchester Guardian” speculates 
fon the possibility that Mfussolint might have 
been attracted by the motto which goes with 
the design: “Faithful to a Friend” Nl Duco, 
whose memory is notoriously short, may have 
forgotten the incident. But the men of No. 224 
Reconnaissance Squadron heve not. ‘They re-

Bulgaria and Turkey 


‘The conclusion of a non-aggression agroe- 
ment between Bulgarla and Turkey 1s of doubt 
ful signifeance in relation to the problems of 
Germany, Italy, Britain, and Greece, In Rome 
‘and Berlin the agreement is being’ halled as 
another triumph of Axis diplomacy. If that, is 
true, then it may well prove to be a trlumph 
as ephemeral as mast of the pacls engineered 
by the Axis; hailed today -as the mark of a 
new epoch, and torn up tomorrow as being a 
barrier to ‘Hiller’s “new order.” Tt is comfort~ 
Jng to note that the agreement has’ not dls. 
turbed official cireles in London, to whom it 

 surpfise. While Bul- 
‘Turklsh oMicials were discussing 
this agreement, the Turkish ond British Gene 
eral Staffs were in conference in Ankara, This 
golneldence cannot have been lost on the Nazi 
‘Though Berlin and Rome spokesmen may de- 
clare that they are pleased with the new agree. 
ment and that they consider it is a feather in 
thelr cap, they are doubtless: wondering what 
decisions ‘were come to in the staff talks in 
‘Ankara, and whether Great Britain may not, 
atter ail, be taking a leat out of their own 
book, and be preparing another unpleasant 
surptise, Tt is, however, too early to engage in 
more than guesswork in this connection. It is 
beyond doubt, yhowever, that: since the begin- 
ning of this year, the Axis have been engaged 
in one of thelr sual diplomatic offensives in 
the: Balkans—offensives which have been great- 
ly weakened by the defeats which have been 
suffered by Italy, the partner in the Axis which 
should have been most powerful in any moves 
in that part of Europe. Axig emphasis on the 
uunimportance of the Italian defeats is in itself 
enough to prove that the Axis is seriously con- 
cerned over them. ‘The part to be played by 
‘Yugoslavia inthe forthcoming moves in the, 
Balleans {9 as yet uncertain. Nazi. pressure has 
been directly brought to bear on Belgrade 
since ‘the beginning of January’ when. th 
‘Yugoslavian government dissolved the trad 
uunlons in response to Nazi demands. Though 
‘Yugoslavia is primarily an agricultural and 
therefore unvocal country, there has in recent 
years been a growth tn’ industry which hi 
been accompanied by the formation of unions 
which were controlled by the government, and, 
therefore, did not have the same stariding as 
trades unlons In democratic countries, ‘The 
trades unions nevertheless represented the 
more radical elements in the country, and were 
Subject to influence from Moscow. ‘They, ke 
the majority of Yugoslavians, were opposed to 
Nazism and, “if anything, wero inclined to 
favour Soviet Russia. The sympathles of the 
Yugoslavians have been traditionally with 
Russia, the champion of the. Slav peoples, and 
ig tendency of the trades untons might, there 
fore, have been a serious stumbling block to ~ 
Nazi plans in. the country..had the, trades 
‘unions been permitted to exist, It can, therefore, 
tbe taken ag a measure of Nazi power in the 
Balkang that they were able to force the Bel- 
grade government, which dislikes Naxt princl- 
ples and fears Nazi force, to order the unions 
fo" be dissolved. Tt may also be a pointer, to 
Soviet weakness—or gulle—that Russia had 
nothing 10 say when the unlons were dissolved: 
‘The points of view of Bulgaria and Yugoslavia 
are different in overy respect except one; that 
either nation can stand up successfully for 
‘any Jength of time against the full might of 
Germany, In other respects they are radically 
‘opposed. Yugoslavia benefitted from the victory 
of the Allies in the last war; Bulgaria was 
Gofeated and suffered the results of defeat, In 
‘Attempting. to estimate the reactions of elther 
ation today, however, the former considera- 
tion is the more important—the Nazis are ex- 
tremely strong: 



















































Thomas Bowdler 
Monday was theanniversary of thedeeth of « 
man Who gave to the English language a new 
Je to put, Shake 
speare into the hands of children,— Thomas 
Bowdler, Bowdler having studied medicine, and 
made the grand tour settled down in London, 
nd became the frlend of Mrs. Montague and 
other learned ladles. Later he left London for the 
Tsle_of Wight, and subsequently settled down 
in South Wales carrying on the tasks of an 
energetle philanthropist and continuing John 
Howard's Work in prisons and penitentiaries. 
In 1618 he produced the “family” Shakespeare 
{in ten volumes, He added nothing to the original 
text “but those words and expressions are 
omitted whitch cannot with propriety be read 
[aloud in" family." Four years later criticism 
of his edition was published by the “British 
Critic:” but this did not serve to deter Bowdler 
‘who went ahead with the task of expurgating 
Gibbon's “History ‘of the Decline and Fall of 
the Homan Empire” which was published after 
dais death, and also a selection from the Old 
‘Testament which he considered suitable for the 
use of children. The official interpretation of 
the word “bowdlerize." derived from his name, 
{is “to expurgate (a book or writing) by omitting 
for modifying words oF passages considered in- 
Goticate or offensive” Unfortunately with the 
passage of time the term hos come to denote & 
{false -squeamishness, and as a result. much 
ridicule was poured upon the name of Bowdler, 
but it is interesting to note that Swinburne has 
‘sald of him that "no man ever did a bettor 
service’ to Shakespeare than the man who 
made it possible to put him into. ‘the 
hhands of intelligent and imaginative children" 
and stigmatized the talle about his expurgatlons 
fas “nauseous and foolish cant.” It is to be 
doubted whether the generations of chitdren, 
‘who, since Bowdler's time, have been obliged to 
fiearh long passages. of Shakespeare by heatt, 
had any very particular reverence for the man 
to ind made such thing posible, but there 
nno question that he set a precedent which 
has ted to all manner of fascinating tales being 
rendered t for, the young, as witness "the

Peiping, Feb. 16. 


HERE is a complete absence of news in the north these days, 

Everything seems to be at a standstill and in a state of 
stagnation, as if waiting for something to happen outside, Even 
all the alarming rumours and the news of. the fresh warning 
about leaving as soon as possible from the U.S. Consular authori- 
ties, which seems to have caused.a very considerable scare in| 
Shanghai, completely failed to ruffle the smooth surface of Pelping 
complacency and self-satisfaction.

‘vast surprise. The aloofness of 


the ordinary foreigner from the affairs of the rest of the world is 
quite astonishing. Peiping is apparently regarded as some kind 
of Garden of Eden, where a special angel with flaming sword 
keeps away all the troubles that plague the rest of humanity. 


As a matter: of fact, the United 
States Embassy authorities did not 
send out any circular here. Instead,

How many, or whe- 
ther any at all, will act’ on this 
advice is not known, As already in- 
dicated, the average foreigner regards

British quarters here state that 
[about two years ago all British nation= 
als in Sinkiang. left the province ex- 
cepting Mr. Hunter, 70-year-old mis: 
sionary, who has lived In. Sinklang 
for over 30 years, The last message 
received from him by the British 
Consul-General at Kashgar was about 
‘a year and a half ago. after’ which 
zo news has been forthcoming from 
‘the missing. missionary. 

Alll efforts by the Consul-General 
to discover the whereabouts of Mr, 
Hunter have been unavailing, Fol- 
Jewing the receipt of fresh information 
upon the arrival of the Stefaniaks, the 
British Embassy has requested’ the 
Chinese Foreign Office to contact the 
Chinese authorities at Urumehl, but 
sc far no reply has been -received, 
‘The British Consul-General at. Kas 
gar has also tried to contact Urumehi 
Dut also without result. 

‘According to the story told by the 
Stefaniak brothers, they escaped from 
Soviet Central Asia across the border 
into, Sinkiang, where they worked as 
mechanies at @-bus station in a border 
town west of Urumchi. It is stated 
that Mr. Hunter often’ came to see 
them, After their arrest and removal 
to prison in Urumchi, they one day 
overheard the conversation of a 
Chinese in a cell next to theirs to the 
effect that an old English missionary 
hhad also been arrested “and im- 
prisoned, 

‘Tho Stefaniaks believed that the 
English missionary mentioned must be 
Mr. “Hunter, a9 he was the only 
English “missionary remaining in 
Sinklang at the time, The Stefanisk 
brothers went from the United States 
to Soviet Russia across the Bering 
Straits, were taken by the Soviet 
‘authorities first to Viadivostock, and 
then by train 0 Soviet Central 
Asia, 

Dissatisfied with workinig condt- 
tions there, the two brothers escaped 
into Sinkiang. Learning of their fate 
in Urumehi, the United States Consul 
Genoral at’ Calcutta contacted the 
American Embassy here, which re- 
Quested the Foreign Onice in Chung 
Yang to effect their release, 

‘The brothers were taken from 
Urumehi and handed over to a camel 
caravan several months ago, which 
‘rally arrived ot the Kansu’ bord 
where they were escorted to Chung 
king via Lanchow and Sian, 

‘The American Embassy here is at 
present trying to establish their 
JSmerican citizenship. ‘They claim that 
several Germans were also imprisoned 
together with them in Urumeht, These 
Germans were Communists who had 
entered Soviet Russia but later eseap- 
ed into Sinieiang—Reuter.

‘Wenchow, Feb, 11. 

‘There Is less rice in the province 
than normally, due partly to the re- 
quirements of the army and also. in 
the Wenchow area, to a_bad autumn 
harvest. But that is not the gtlev- 
ance of the people; they-are making 
no unreasonable claims to the  gov- 
ferament to produce rice when there 
is none to produce. But what rank- 
es, is the glaring fact that there is 
no’ attempt being made to distribute 
the available rice in a fair manner 
that ‘will give people in different 
[localities equal opportunities of ob- 
falning it, 

In the city It is 1% catties for $1 
most country districts, where local 
fficials have leagued themselves with 
the local farmers, to prevent any be- 
ing sent to Wenchow, or other places: 
where grain is scarce in fear lest 
prices will rise in their own areas. 
‘Thus it is every locality has its own 
price for rice. 

In the city it Is 11 catties for $1 
(as against over 20 before the war). 
‘Within a few miles it can be bought 
for below half that cost. Yet it is| 
impossible to convey rice either in 
large or small quantities from the 
lcheaper to the dearer areas, 

It has been left to private charity 
to assume the duties of the govern~ 
ment authorities. Within a-few days 
private firms and individuals sub- 
scribed $200,000 for the purchase of 
grain from outside, in order to sell 
{t at a cheaper price to the poorer 
itizens, who would be given” pur- 
ichase tokens. Since then, some 
$4,000 have been distributed 'in this 
wey each day. 

In addition another $600,000 was! 
rolsed to purchase rice from further 
afield. Even with all this ready 
money it has proved immensely dif- 
Jeul: to persuade farmers, merchants 
snd small ofieals, to diseorge thelr 
Flee, since the higher authorities 
would bring no compulsion to bear, 
and so rice has been arriving in 
Griblets.

“Certain Place” Near Hongkong 


Several of the “conscripted” work- 
cers stated that they had been “arrest. 
ed in Hangchow, thus confirming the 
Feport appearing’ in the “Shun Pao” 
‘that a whole train had been used to 
bring Chinese from. that city and 
other stations on the way. ‘They were 
later told that they would be sent to 
‘a certain place near Hongkong to 
take part in construction work for 
the Japanese Army. 

‘In this connection it is learned that 
hundreds of Chinese workers of in 
dustrial concerns and Chinese ser 
vants, working for families residing 
Jn the North of the Soochow Crecie 
aren, are afraid to appear in the

Quoting a mon who has escaped from 
the Japaness" detention, “the report 
states that the detained Chinese, more

‘Several commandeered Chinese, it 
was reported, ‘ad not taken their 
supper, and when they requested the 
interpreter of the Japanese military 
to allow them to buy, food, they met 
‘with a flat refusal, ‘The interproter 
is quoted as saying, “that if they 
showed any’ sign of hunger or ex- 
posure," they woutd be beaten.

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Mutilated Body of 
Sikh Discovered 


‘Shanghal, Feb, 24. 

‘The mutilated body’ of a Sikh, be- 
Meved to be Baga Singh, was found 
on Rubicon Road yesterday morning 
Ab 8 o'clock by a party of foreigners 
Who were riding in the district. The 
body terribly cut with a hatchet was 
found about 100 yards away from the 
Shanghal Sanitorium at 150 Rubicon 
Road, lying in the gutter at the side 
of the road, Baga Singh has been 
‘employed as a watchman of the staf 
‘quarters of- the Sanitorium for many 
Years, and is a well known figure to 
Fesidents of the district. 

‘When the foreigners discovered the 
body, Baga Singh's faco was covered 
with’ a turban, which concealed the 
terrible wounds on his face. “He was 
‘wearing his regulation blue wateh- 
‘man's uniform at the time, and after 
the corpse had been examined it was 
found that there were further hatchet 
cuts on his chest and arms. ‘The 
murderer evidently took his vietim by 
Surprise ag he was walking down the 
oad to go on duty, and attacked him 
Vlelously with a heavy chopper. 

‘When the police were informed of 
the crime shortly after 8 am. yester~ 
day morning, they went to ihe spot 
after summoning members of the 
Shanghai Special Municipality Police. 
‘The latter gave permission for the 
ody to be {aken Into the Settlement 
as the Sikh is a British subject. ‘Tho 
Body was then taken to the Police 
morgue, Examination revealed that 
Baga Singh had ‘been dead for 
Several hours, and It is believed that 
he was attacked as he was going on 
uty at the Sanitorium at midnight. 

‘The body was lying at the 
side of the road ‘when found, 
the dark ‘blue uniform making 
it almost indistingulshoble from the

Shanghal, Feb, 24, 
‘A Chinese member of the Shanghat 
Fire Brigade was slightly Injured in 
‘the neck yesterday when a time bomb 
‘exploded at the Shantung Book Store, 
‘2 Japanese stationery concern at 311 
Foochow Road, at about 240. pm. 
‘The wounded fireman wastaken in an 
emergeney ambulance (0 the Police 
‘Hospital, but was released soon after. 
‘The mystery surrounding the bom= 
[bing of the shop remained unsolved 
yesterday, no arrests having been 
msde. No clues whatever, with the 
fexception of the bombs, have fallen 
Into the police hands. 

According to investigations, two 
‘ume bombs were placed among books 
fon the shelves, both missiles believed 
to have been ‘incendiary bombs, At 
about 235 pm. yesterday, one of the 
missiles went off. Ferlunately, nobody 
Was injured, 

‘A call was made to the Fire Bris 
Jgade and it was presumed that the 
shop would go up in flames. ‘The 
remen from the Central “Station 
raced to the address. When inside, 
Janother bomb exploded and its frag 
ments hit one of the Chinese firemen. 

He was taken to hospital, but his 
injury was found to be of a minor 
nature. He was released after first 
‘aid was given him, 


‘Motive a Mystery 


No damage was done to the premises 
apart from the many scattered books. 
he whole affair remained @ mystery 
far detectives had no clue as to the 
identity of the terrorists. 1t was bes 
Hcved that elther a man, or perhaps 
two, entered the shop and placed the 
missiles ‘among the books while the 
assistants were occupied with other 
‘customers. 

Although the police knew of no 
reason why the act had been con 
mitted, it was thought that it was. a 
purely’ terroristic act, this belng con 
formed partly by the fact that the shop 
‘was a Japaneze-owned concern, 

Yesterday's terroristle act was one 
of the first when time bombs had 
heen placed. Up to now, terrorists 
confined themselves to plain potatos 
masher or canister type of hand 
Grenades.

Sticeessful Adjustment 

‘The Settlement has so far credit 
ably adjusted itself, without sacrifes 
fof tho fundamentals of its system of 
overnment, to the pressures of war 
bolicies in Asia. ‘The internationally. 
organized city of Tangier has suc- 
‘cumbed to the conditions of war 
beyond its gates. The fate of that| 
city serves as a. timely reminder that 
the International Settlement of Shang- 
hai has remained to preserve itself 

inst that fate, Despite all the 
‘challenges and perils that have besot 
‘this hundred-year old elty, the an= 
sclent sanction of its existences has 
retained its validity even to this day, 
‘That sanction ts the subordinating of 
‘national dominance and exclusiveness 
{to an International inclusiveness and 
interdependence. 

‘The key to the life of the Settle- 
ment hes een the realization by 
outside parties, dealing with the 
Settlement as an object of their poli 
cles, that its welfare and prosperity 
stand and fall with the maintenance 
of its international character. If any

What the Japanese 
‘community suspects of the British and 
American’ community in munieipal 
dffairs is what "the other national 
‘communities precisely charge the 
apanese with, namely, the subor~ 
ination. of local to. national. aim: 
It is essential, therefore, to the re- 
‘eevery of mutual trust and harmony 
between the Japanese community and 
‘other national communities that both, 
‘sides should be able to disabuse their 
minds of the fear that. municipat 
polities are being utilized to subserve 
national ends. 

"The Japanese community, on its 
part, cannot plead that it is’ guiltless

Practical Measures’ 

What practical measures shall fur~ 
righ the earnest of this mutual en-

for the assurance of the continued 
]veelfare of this Settlement that ancient 
foundation ot harmonious inter 
national co-operation? Iv it not for 
the Japanese, for they have the 
freatest actual power to make local 
pyeans subserve rational ends, to give 
‘he assurances that such is not thelr 
avowed aim? The carliest token, 
therefore, ix assuredly required trom 
the Japanese community in the form

‘The yently examination of Chinese 
sweelmeats was undertaken near the 
occurrence of the Chinese lunar New 
‘Year holidays. Of 64 scmples ex 
amined five or 088 per cent, were 
found to contain harmful. mineral 
pigments which is the lowest per 
centage of adulterated samples re- 
corded. No varseniesl colours wore 
fletected and no gross addition of 
Utharge was found. 

It fs considered that these results 
reflect the progressive improvement 
Drought about by the efforts of the 
department over several years 10 
liminate harmful colouring matters 
from these artictos, 

‘One hundred and forty-seven for- 
ign births were recorded during the 
month under review Including 124 
residents of the Settlement, the birth 
rate being 20.63 per mille and 92 
per cent, of the resident births being. 
Japanese. Among Chinese 1,091 
births wore recorded of which ‘940 
were residents. 

During the month there were 63 
deaths among the foreign residents 
‘of which ten were German Jewish 
refugees, 27 non-Chinese Asiaties, 22

“On investigation it is to be found

that few harnessed forees have over 
been discovered or created for the 
Purposes of war, but instead wore 
first applied to the arts of peace. 

“The curses of modern warfare 
should not therefore be laid at the 
door of the engineer, as his business 
is not the damnation of those whom 
hie seoks primarily to benefit, nor ean 
he in this day and age be found to 
answer the particular findings of the 
Inbour of his hands.

Huge Forgery 
Plot Revealed 


Shanghai, Fob, 25. 








A. huge forgery plot was brought 
to light yesterday ‘evening when it 
wag discovered that counterfeit 





godown warrants for cotton bales, 
Emounting to over $200,000 had beon 
sold on the local Cotton Exchange 
during the past few days. Detec. 
tives from Central Station arrested 
three men yesterday in connection 
with the crime, although ‘the ring. 
Teader contrived to eseepe. 

‘The matter first came out when 
a Japanese, Mr. D. Matchino, went 
to the station’ and reported that 
someone wes selling forged godown 
warrants on. the Cotton Exchange. 
He himself! had bought $26,500 in 
‘warrants from this man, and had 
Giscovered that these were worthless. 
‘Acting upon the informetion furnish 
fed by this Japanese complainant a 
police party went to the offices of 
the forger on Ningpo Road, and 
selzed 33 forged documents, although 
the Chinese himself had elready dis- 
eppeared. 

He is sald to have conducted his 
stles through a legitimate broker, and 
the full extent of his nefarious activi- 
ties is not yot known. Later in the 
day, when information of the fraud 
became known to brokers on the 
Cotton Exchange, Central Station was 
besieged by 40 or $0 of these men, and 
the total grew hourly, until the extent 
of his operations began to be revealed. 
It fs belleved that the eventual total 
will be well over $200,000. 

‘The arresed men were picked up by 
detectives in different parts of the 
city. Two were runners for the forg- 
er, and the other a clerk working 
in'bls office. ‘The ring-leader appar 
ently established himself as a person 
of some importance with the brokers, 
living in a suite in the Pacific Hotel. 
‘Although he was only conducting the 
fraud for a few days, the huge sum 
‘he collected was apparently due to 
the confidence he inspired in buyers, 
‘and ‘the comparatively low prices ai 
which he offered the warrants.

Strikers Smash Furniture 


Feb. 24, 

A minor strike flared up last night 
‘when a number of strikers broke into 
their employer's work-shop and 
smashed up the furniture shortly after

‘Tientsin Road, almost immediately 
after an alarm had been given, but 
the gang of over thirty men, had al- 
ready decamped.

Armed Robbery Suspect 
Wounded by Detective

4 gang of eight men on Sunday

Acting on information —recelved 
from an unidentified person, a party’

tioned where they saw their man, 
Realizing that he was being followed, |

‘The C.D. S, believing that the 
‘man would shoot it out, fired upon 
‘him, wounding him in the back. The 
man fell and. was taken to Paulun 
Hospital, where his condition was 
delieved’ to be very serious. 

‘The looting of the antique shop by 
the gang was one of the biggest ever 
done in the Central district, Although 
the robbers were given a flying.

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Police Report for 
fies January Issued 


Shanghal, Feb. 23. 

‘The police report for’ the month 
of January showed a total of 2417 
eases of crime, of which 240 had. 
been brought ‘to light by investiga- 
tion. This number, it is pointed out. 
showed a slight decrease in compari 
‘son with December when 2,753 cases 
were recorded. Arrests for crimes 
committed during the month showed 
fan’ increase, 2,024 persons having 
been apprehended during the month 
‘as against 1,868 in December. In 
‘addition, 168 persons were taken into 
custody’ for crimes committed in 
previous months, whilst 41 persons 
‘were arrested on behalf of other 
authorities.

“When we reported to you a year 
ago the war had just begun, In the 
past year It has become a world war, 
and its implications for this country 
have become our primary national 
concern, It is the dominating in- 
fluence in every forcign area where 
‘we operate and in almost every phase 
of four domestic. business. in’ this 
Situation we recognize as an institu 
tion two major responsibilities.

“The deposits of the Bank show 
fan increase of nearly 25 per cent, 
during the year. “This is in the main 
a reflection of general economic con- 
ditions, and in particular of a further 
Ineréase of over four billion dollars 
in the country’s gold stock and con- 
tinued defelt financing. 


‘The Year's Earnings (U.S.$) 

“Net earnings of the Bank for the 
year, afler provision for taxes and 
depreciation, were $18,169,449 includ 
‘ng, $0,712,008 of profits from the sale 
of bonds which wore trarisferred 10 
reserves.

‘The proceedings, which were held be. 
fore Me, B, A, Long, Secretary of the 
Consular Body “and special commis- 
sloner appointed to take evidence. in 
the ease, were ddjourned until to- 
morrow after one svitness; Mr. Paul 
¥.Ru, Assistant Municipal Advocate, 
had been called. 

‘Mr, Bryan declared that the arf 
ment of plaintiffs through thle wit- 
nesses and counsel, Mi. Francis. S. 
Lit, was that ‘because "Mr, Justice 
Feetham had stated that the Counelt 
had never collected land. tax on 
“fangtan” lang, the Counell ig not 
now entitied to do s0,."In other 
words", he continued”, “they claim 
that it!

Mr. Justice Feetham 


rom the evidence adduced by 
plaintiffs, counsel said, it would 
cogently’ appear that thelr ease is 
predicated upon 1, Mr, Justice Feet 
ham's Report, and 2, an erroneous 
construction of the Land Regulations, 
Referring to the first proposition Mr. 
Bryan said: 

“Mr. Justice Feetham is an ablo, 
Jearned, and erudite jurist and hi 
report ‘to the Shanghai Muncipal 
Counell 1s @. monumental work which 
will go down to posterity as the best 
historical sketch of the International 
Settlement and its Constitution that 
has ever been written. AS an his- 
torleal sketch, however, it is not 
evidence upon which a judgment of 
4 court of law may be predicated... 
Mr, Justice Feotham's Report is not 
‘binding on the Council or any other 
person’ or organization except” the 
author...."Tho argument that Mr. 
Justice “Feetham’s Report and the 
facts therein stated are conclusive 
and binding on the defendant is 
tofally without merit....Mr. Justice 
Feetham, like all broad-minded men, 
laid no claim to infallibility, neither 
did ho state that his Report was a 
complete survey. ... 

“During the early years of the 
Settlement, many attempts were made 
to collect a tax on ‘Yfangtan' land, as 
appears trom the Lond. Assessment 
Book of 1869 in which ‘there are 
many names of Chinese who have 
pald the Land ‘Tax....At a meeting 
of foreign ratepayers held at the 
Masone Hall on May 9 and 13, 1876, 
a resolution was duly proposed by 
‘Mr, Hanbury, seconded by Mr. Purdon 
and carried’ by the meeting, which 
authorized the Council to levy a tax 
‘on land, the title to which was evid- 
eneed by ‘fangtan', ‘This resolution 
which was passed by the Ratepayers 
in May, 1870, has never been can- 
colled or withdrawn and is still in 
full force and effect and grants the 
Counell authority “to tax “fongtan’ 
lan 























Early Days of Settlement 


“Between 1872 and 1098 the Coun- 
cll made no serious attempt to col- 
Jeet a tax on “fangtan’ land, although 
it. put, on record that it was legally 
entitled to levy it and would en- 
Acavour to collect it....The reason 
why the Couneil did “not collect a 
tox on ‘fangtan’ land between 1872 
and 1938 was not because it was not 
Jegally entitled to tax such land, but 
fon account of the following reasons: 
1, the diMoulties in ascertaining the 
‘owners of ‘fangtan’ Jand, due to lack 
of proper registration, ‘This dieulty 
has been exemplified by the evidence 
offered by the plaints, The Megat 
practice of cutting ‘fangtans' 

Titre’ to. segisoe transiers have 
created further confusion; and 2, be 
cause in the early days of the Settle 
ment, most of the unregistered land 
was wholly agricultural and not con 
sidered worth while taxing, as the

‘The. term ‘Consular Title 
Deed’, he declared, is a misnomer, 
for technically it isin the same cate~ 
Gory as a ‘fangtan' which is not a 
title deed but a perpetual lease, ‘The 
original owner or vendor re- 
Hnquishes all rights which he may 
have to the property and grants a 
title in perpetuity. "The principal 
difference between’ a ‘fangtan’ and 
‘consular title deed is that a ‘fangtan’ 
Is only prima facie evidence of title 
while a consular title deed is con 
glusive evidence. ‘The legal affect of 
‘the new land certifteate is the same 
as that of a consular title deed and 
is conclusive evidence of title, 


Plaintiffs’ Unclean Hands 


‘Mr, Bryan submitted that plaintifts 
‘were ‘estopped from claiming custom, 
adding “Because the failure to en- 
foree consistently the tax on ‘fangtan’ 
Jand is due not to the fault of the 
defendant, but in part due to the 
difeulties raised by the plaintifts 
themselves. In other words "the 
plaintiffs do not come into court with. 
clean hands and are, therefore, not 
eniltled to the equitable remedy of 
‘mandamus prayed for.” 

After asserting that ‘fangtay’ land. 
cannot be exempted from. taxation 
and reviewing a consideration of the 
Land Regulations, Mfr. Bryan went 
‘on to say: 

“Before doubts can arise as to the 
construction of the powers conferred 
by the Land Regulations, such doubts 
‘must arise in the minds of the politi- 
cal departments of either the foreign’ 
powers or the Chinese Government. 
As far as T know, no doubts have 
fever been expressed by the political 
departments of either the foreign 
powers or the Chinese Government. 
‘The political department of the Chi- 
nese Government has not, as far as 
I know, ever filed any protest, In 
this case thero can be no doubt that 
‘the Counell by virtue of the pro- 
clamation of Taotal Lan and the Land 
Regulations, is clearly entitled ty tax 
‘tangtan’ land, ‘The fact that plaintltts 
refuse to comply with the law and 
pay their taxes, does not in any way’ 
indicate that there is any doubt as 
to the proper construction. If the: 
Jaw is as plaintiffs contend, it would 
‘be possible to make every egal case 
arising out of the Land Regulations 
‘@ political matter, and this is prob- 
ably exactly what the plaintiffs are 
endeavouring to do. 


Special Class of Ratepayers 


‘Under present conditions, the 
Counell cannot forego the collection 
of taxes which are due and unpaid, 
‘To continue to exempt the owners of 
‘tangtan’ land from. the land tax 
‘would tend to ereate a special class 
‘of ratepayers in the Settlement who 
are exempt. from taxation to ‘the 
dotriment. of the other ratepayers. 
‘The Council cannot tolerate unfair- 
ness or a. special land nobility who| 
are tree from the land tax. To per~ 
malt this would throw an unjustiaable 
Burden upon the other taxpayers.

“The Shanghai Municipal Couneit 
fs not a municipal corporation in the 
strict Tegal sense, Tt is a voluntary. 
association composed of. citizens of 
‘many different nationalities who have 
combined together for the enjoyment 
{ncommon in an orderly manner, of 
certain privileges which were accord 
fed to them by agreements made by 
their respective governments and the 
Government of China. Among these 
privileges was the right of municipal 
Control over a certain portion of the

After questioning witness at some 
length regarding “his qualifications 
and knowledge of the Chinese Land 
Law and the old Ching Code Mr.

‘ber of questions regarding the differ~ 
ence between ‘fangtans’ and consular| 
title deeds, Mr. Ru said he made a 
study of ‘fangtans' years ago bnd 
of land in fhe interior which, he 
sald he was a “fangtan' land owner: 
Pointed out, was entirely different 
as a ‘fangtan’ land owner in the In- 
ternational Settlement of Shanghai 

‘Witness stated that a ‘fangtan’ was 
“only” prima facie evidence of title| 
and is not in itself conclusive evid- 
ence of title, especially in the buying| 
‘ond selling of property. Witness hed 
stated at the previous hearing that 
1 consular title deed serves the same 
Purpose as a land cortifeate to show 
2 perpetual lease and ownership. 
Asked if these two conceptions are 
compatible he replied that this would 
he a reasonable interpretation. Asi 
‘ed whether the two conceptions 
would not ‘be contradictory he said 
that it all depends on the way one 
‘would look at it. 

‘Asked if title implied ownership 
witness replied that it could be put 
that way. Witness was then ques 
tioned about a citation from Men- 
clus viz: “Under the whole of heaven 
every spot is the sovereign's ground.” 
Witness stated at the last hearing 
that the implication was that all land 
in China was owned by the Emperor. 
‘A barrage of quesions followed on 
this citation when Mr. Bryan pointed 
out that this eltation from a book of 
poetry was the entire foundation of 
Chinese culture and would only 
strengthen his ease. Mr. Bryan ox- 
plained that land was rented from 
the Emperor or Chinese Government 
to the title holder which was not 
only true of China, but the whole 
‘world and in America “all land was| 
granted by the government to the| 
individual who has a deed and when

Excepting one woman, all the other 
six ‘women and men charged in the 
First Speclal District Court with 
kidnapping Shanghal children for 
sale in south China ports, mostly 
in Amoy, were sentenced to heavy 
prison “forms yesterday, ranging 
from 12 to 15 years. Su ‘Teh-san, 
the ringleader of the gang, drew 18 
years and s0 did his chiet woman 
‘accomplice, Mrs. Chen Changs20. 
All of the’ gang were arrested many 
‘weeks ago in Amoy where the Set~ 
tlement police have rescued no less. 
than 20 kidnapped Shanghai children. 
‘They were also each sentenced to 
pay'a fine of $1,500. 

It will be recalled that this 1s the 
child-kidnapping gang discovered by 
the Settlement police here several 
months ago, when the Kashing Road 
police found a suspleious “shop” in 
their district. ‘The shop ostensibly 
did business selling sundry goods but 
upon ‘close examination, the ofleers 
found numerous suits of children's 
clothes. Several kidnapped children 
were found and thelr original clothes 
were found to have been changed. 
Later, photographs and permits al. 
lowing traMickers to go to oulports 

wath the children were found. 

At first, the case did not appear 
‘to be a ‘big one, but through the 
confessions made by the few persons 
arrested here, it war brought to 
ight that, no less than 100 children 
hhad been Kidnapped and sold. Worl. 
ing relentlessly, the police eventual. 
ly" went to Amoy where several 
more kidnapped children, then pos- 
sessed by rich families, were found 
and brought back to Shanghai. ‘The 
Police are stll continuing investiga- 
ions.

Should Cotton Mills be Taxed? 


‘To the Editor of the 
“Norni-Cunxa Dany News" 
Sm—Much has been written ond 
sald about possible new sources. of 
Fevenue. ‘The tax on animals in the 
dairies was justified by the statement 
that as it was only oneshalf of one 
per cent, on the turnover of the 
dairies if was not a serious matter. 
Probably the biggest individual 
line of business in Shanghal is cotton 
‘mills. In 1940 they produced In round 
figures one million bales of yarn and 
‘the value of each bale was spproxi; 
mately $1,000. Thus if it were possible 
to put on this industry a tax of 
one half of one per cent, of its 
turnover there would be an income! 
of around five million doliars. 
Whether such a tax is legal or 
could be enforced is a matter for 
discussion and settlement. As about

What Mr, Kann Did Say

Sin—In the interests of accuracy, 
which your correspondent. 8, Beam, 
writing under date of February 1d 
in your today’s issue, seems s0 keen 
upon, T would like 10 point out that

such statement as that the Chinese 
did not carve ivory before the Ming 
Dynasty, as your correspondent says 
he did. What Ma, Kany said in effect 
was that none of the carved ivory 
figures which form. so. popular a 
feature in Chinese carved ivory date 
earlier than the Ming Dynasty, and 
that previous to ‘that period. ivory 
was ‘used in China. mainly» for 
uullitarian purposes, How completely 
mistaken your correspondent. is in 
hig understanding of what Mn. Kaw 
said is evidenced by a couple of 
leces of carved ivory far ante-dating 
the Ming Dynasty, possibly actually 
‘of tho Han period, which Mn, KAN 

exhibited ond discussed. 
Min, KANN also said, amongst other 
things, that we know that ivory used 
in China at a very early period since 
it ig recorded that one of the Em- 
perors of the Chou Dynasty used 
IWwory’ chopsticks in eating hig food, 
showing that the Chinese hada 
welliadvaneed culture when our 
ancestors were still savages, in that 
‘the former used chopsticks when the 
latter were still using fingers, MK. 
Kann made it very clear that ft was 
not {ill the Ming period that the 
Chinese used ivory as a medium of 
artistic expression, and that previous 
to this period they mainly employed 
ivory in making articles of daily use. 
‘As a matter of fact, ivory was ex- 
tonsively used during the Shang 
Dynasty (17761122 B.C), and many 
beautifully carved pieces have been 
excavated from Shang burial sites 




















judge from the pieces themselves, 
it would appear that in Shang times 
ivory was used mainly, if not ex- 
Glusively, in the making of objects 
for coremonial and. saeriflelal pure 
Poses, decoratively earved in designs 
typleal of that period. ‘Thus ivory 
was held sacred in those early days, 
and hig idea was continued Into 
Chou’ times, so that, when the Em» 
peror dared use ivory. chopsticks, 1 
caused great offence to his people 
and was looked upon as a sacrileg- 
fous act, 

Incidentally, the “inleld ivory” of 
the "Shang "period, ‘which - Bishop 
‘White mentions in his book “Tomb 
‘Tile “Pictures of Ancient China,” 
must not be confused with the ivory, 
inlay In wood as done by the Chinese 
since the time of the Manchu Em- 
peror Chien Iamg. Shang Dynasty 
{inlaid ivory consisted of ivory inlaid 
with such material. as turquoise. 
Bone also was decorated In this way

it is not called a war risk bonus, Is 
‘more than the figure quoted by the 
honourable Member,” 

Replying to a supplementary ques~ 
tion, Mr, Cross said that the amount 
‘of financial inerease in Chinese sea- 
‘men’s remuneration is very consider- 
able. Chinese sailors, including those 
recruited at Shanghai and Hongkong, 
fon voyages which take them beyond 
coastal limits, receive from £7,140 
to £0140 monthly, as compared 
with £11894, before the war, 

‘The whole of this increase may be 
ascribed to war conditions, although 
not described as a wartime bonus, 
/Mr, Cross explained, Chinese sailors 
recruited at Singapore receive 
£10160 monthly, as compared with 
£2.15 before the war, and all that

‘What is London like after months of Hitlei's 
savage efforts to reduce it to heaps of ruins? 
‘You picture it perhaps with street after street 
blotted out, the traMfic driven into devious: 
routes, the ‘inhabitants certainly carzying on’ 
undauntedly, yet against inconveniences and 
obstacles which would once have been deem~| 
‘ed insufferable to business. 

‘Many people abroad, we know, think of 
London like that. ‘Then-they come-here and. 
fare amazed at what they find, I met an 
‘American naval officer, here on some official 
business, who had been making the rounds 
of our ruins. “It astonished me,” he said. 
“Even ‘the worst parts were not as bad as 
Thad imagined. Houses had gone but thert. 
were plenty left. ‘The streets were clear and 
one could pass through them without diff 
culty. I had imagined them as just a series 
of heaps of wreckage filled about bomb 
craters, Nothing like that. And of course 
fone can go through miles of streets and 
hardly see.a broken window.” 

Tt can indeed fairly be said that when one 
considers the persistent ,and indiscriminate. 
savagery of the raids, und the extreme difti~ 
‘ulty of countering them at night, the wonder 
is not that so much, but that so little damage. 
has beon done. The worst parts are the 
East End, the maze of little residential streets 
yound the docks, and the northern side of 
the Cily, between Cheapside and the Old 
Bailey. 





But, as my American acquaintance parti- 
cularly emphasized the work in the docks 
‘goes on with unabated efficiency, and so does| 
the business of the City. When the Court 
‘of Common Council had its first meeting in 
‘the New Year, Guildhall was for the first] 
time in history unusable, a sadly blackened 
shell of its’ former beauty. The City 
Fathers, therefore, met in the Egyptian Halt 
of the Mansion House, conducted business os] 
usual.and finished with the usual sherry and 
sandwiches. 
When one moves westward, the damage: 
done is, T will not say negligible, but re- 
markably intermittent. ‘There isan ugly 
«breach in Piccadilly at St. James's Church; 
a building at the corner of Sackville Street 
is gone, and two or three further west| 
opposite’ Green Park I think that is all. 
Regent Street is barely touched. ‘The Strand 
has so far escaped. Carlton House Terrace 
suffered, but structurally the buildings are| 
sound. Victoria Street at the Abbey end had 
some damage which diverted the traMe for| 
a few days. The lower end of Portland| 
Place had all its windows blown out and] 

-“one hovse will have to be rebuilt. Here the| 
BBC, building was rather, badly damaged 
and some of the staff were ‘killed. But the| 
broadcasting went on without the slightest 
interruption—a marked contrast with the 
German stations, which promptly go off the 
air when the R.A, are attacking. 


What, of course, we do deplore and resent 
4s the number of beautiful historic buildings 
which have been destroyed specially in the 
Utlle square mile of the City—Guildhalt, and 
several of the City Companies’ halls, Gird~ 
Jers’, Coopers’, Saddlers', Fishmongets', 
Apothecaries, wholly or pattly ruined, and 
Several of Wren's beauititul and characteristic 
churches—"dainty little old Indies” think: 
the New York “Times” called them. OA this 
vandalism the vier of one, St. Stephen's 
Coleman Street, where a mid-week service 
has been a noiable event for many years, 
expressed himself in terms with whieh we 
ean all sympathize. At his fgst mid-week, 
service. after the terrible attack’ on the night| 
of December 20, whiei destroyed his ehureh 
and so much else, he said preaching in an- 
other "church, lent for the service:—"The 
chureh is down, but my blood is up. Tt is 
‘up with righteous indignation, and 1 hope T 
fam mond the less a Christian for it, As T 
‘stood on the ashes of St, Stephen's Church 
this morning I thought of Christ's denuncia~ 
tion: ‘Thou, Capernaum, which art exhalted 
to Heaven shalt be thrust down to Hell! 1 
ffeol sure that if Christ were standing in this 
City today that is what He would say about 
Germany. T have read much history in my 
time, but I know of no nation so depraved, 
so hellish and brutal as Germany hag proved 
herself to be; for it is not Hitler alone, but 
the German nation which has endorsed his 
methods which must be held responsible when 
the day of reckoning comes’ 

He was amazed, he said, that such persons| 
as pacifists or conscientious objectors could’ 
bbe found in such days as these, ‘There was 
nothing Christlike about their attitude, 
Christianity was not for milksops, but for

But by some extraordinary break, 
its immensely valuable contents, tapestries, 
silver, even China and glass escaped with 
hardly any damage. A friend of mine in 
Manchester had all his windows blown out. 
In the first floor room, his library, covering 
the whole width of the house, the door had 
been taken off its hinges and leaned neatly 
up against a book case. Not one other thing 
{in the room had been disturbed. 

T am sure you will be glad to hear that) 
no fewer than 47,000 pets have been saved| 
by the energy of Our Dumb Friends’ League, 
which keeps flve ambulances continually 
cruising about.

In one stable six horses were saved by an 
all-in wrestler who by sheer strength heaved 
away a beam which had blocked the door.

The 
countryside looked quite, pieturesque this morn- 
ing, the snow remained tn. the trees for a long 
time and, everywhere one looked, appeared 
lovely and clean- The winter-Nowering Jasmine 
wos looking very sorry fo: itself and so were 
any other plants that we had admired a few 
days. ago. ‘The cold humidity of snow is de- 
ttimental’ to vegetation in places where falls 
are occasional and light. In regions where the 
round Is covered with a deep fall of snow for 
tmany’ weeks, the opposite is the case: there, 
the ‘soow guards ‘the vegetation against cold 











stance, ‘some plants are dependent upon a pro- 
fective covering of snow for their existence. 
Snow fructifies the soil and it is sald that it 
contains more nitrous salts, than rain; but we 
believe that the chemical “difference “is very 
small.

Feb. 16—We made another of our periodic 
visits to some local greenhouses a few days 
‘ago and saw many interesting plants. There was a 
very fine batch of primulas on display. ‘The 
comparatively recently introduced Primula 
Kewensis was seen just commencing to bloom : 
this hybrid first flowered at Key. Gardens in 
1299 and the mealiness of Its foliage, together 
‘with Ils bright yellow flowers, make it’a charm= 
{ing companion for the more common P. sinensis 
and P. obconica, There was a large batch of 
‘an orange variety of the Chinese rrimrose, this 
Js a very beautiful variety, the colour being 
most altractive: we also noticed a blue shade 
‘that is worthy of special mention. Many Capo 
primroses (Sireplocarpus Rexii) were in full 
loom, some of the hybrids boing of recent 
Introduction: “these decorative plants are of 
considerable value to the owner of a greon- 
hhouse, there are some charming shades of 
colour amongst them. The genus is native to 
South Africa and ity Mowers are not unlike 
those of the gloxinia, although the plant does 
not form a tuber like that favourite, It frst 
loomed in England in 1826 and it quickly, be- 
came a great favourite owing to its simple cul. 

Nature provided this plant 
with long thick leaves, lying on the surface of 
the ground, ta protect the roots against the 
strong rays’ of the Sun, Two very pretty or- 
chids were seen in. flower, but we think that 
the labels have been mixed, both plants looked 
Uke Cymbidiums to us; it'is possible that we 
fare wrong; but we cannot imagine one of 
them being 'a Cypripedium as the label would 
have us believe, A few planis of that North 
African native, ‘Mignonette, were seen: the 
delicate fragrance of the lowers of This plant 
make it universally popular. We were very 
Pleased to find numerous pols of the Thibelan 
blue poppy (Meconops's daileyll) in one of the 
reenhouses ; we have tried to grow this plant 
often and have succeeded in getting it to form 
Mower buds only to have it suddenty dio dur- 
ing a hot ‘spell in June. Tho plants we saw 
looked healthy and if they can be persuaded to 
flower before the hot weather comes along, all 
will be well, and we. can look forward {0 s¢e- 
{ing plenty of it in future years, for we belie 
that the difficulty of obtaining’ f-esh seed. hi 
kept this most desirable plant out of out local 
gardens for so long.—w.k,

Feb, 14—Spring-like weather always sets the 
nalure-writers off in a spate of psetieal quota~ 
tions and references to the Chinese calendar 
which measures the seasons with such praise~ 
worthy accuracy, Basking in the mild weather 
ofa week or more ago I Was only too willing to 
hand bouquets to the expert who told us that 
Spring began on the fourth of this month; but a 
few days later, with my handy numbed by a 

er wind, I'was not so sure: I took com- 
fort from the fact that February 12 is the day of 
St. Valentine when the mating of Firds oMeially 
begins: but I reverted to chilly gloom with a 
snowstorm, and the remembrance that the 
day of Excited Incects (the real boginning of 
springlike weather) iy rot scheduled untit 
‘March G—just 15 days before the , Vernal 
Equinox when the first Swallows are due. 
‘With cuch a jumble of dates in my mind, I 
walked out into a chilly wind end tried to 
think of the signs which might assist 
to make mo weather-wise; signs which the 
month of February provides wilhout any re 
ference to the calendars. Early hoar-frosts 
following a windless night; Haid ice in corners 
where the wind but no sun coms; hard earth 
unturned by farmers who prefer’ (o stay at 
home; small, silent birds with feathers 
all puffed out; such signs as these all tell me 
that the winter is still here. Yet even while 
such weather has been with us J have noled 
s..a Blackbird carrying straws, the first green 
paiches of Low Spear Grass; a'Shrike singing: 
8 Woodpecker drumming....and a little cloud 
of gnats beside a ereek: small things perhaps, 
yet each of those is like a lite vernal spur 
That “gently pricks at Nature's side to make 
her change from winter's walk to Spring's full 
gallop. And yet, when T tried that phrase on my 
{friend he merely shook his head and said, "Yes, 
fone week nearer to that flthy heat and’ those 
(unprintable) mosquitoes.” Some people are 
Uke that—Es.w. 














Feb, 16—A cold and gloomy. morning. 
brought me the momentary excitement of an 
unknown bird ying out of a tree with an 
equally unknown ery. which mature reflection 
classified as a squawk. A second and third 
observation of the bird still lett me puzzled, 
but as Ihave met with “traps” of this nature 
before, I soon had it IdentiNed as a Paroquet 
‘an escaped cage-bird, of course, but very 
strong on the wing and tooking quite at home 
in the country: the colours did not show up 
in the dull light, but the heavy curved bill 
‘and the long narrow tail put the identifieation 
beyond question, and I needed little prompting 
fo the thought’ that there actually are wild 
Paroquely in China: La Touche describes four 
‘of them and points out that they all come from 
South China, though one of them, the Upper 
Yangtsze Paroquet is really a West China bird. 
‘This Paroquet. (Paittacila derbyana) 
frst bird deseribed in David & Oustal 
“Oiseaux de Ia Chine” and the coloured plate 
shows a handsome creature with a red bill, 
green body and wings, and a pale violet 
breast: Pére David says that the Chinese catch 
Mt by setting horsohair snares in the walnut 
trees where the birds resort in cearch of the 
nuts. Another Paroquet, the Eastern Rose-rinj 
ed, breeds regularly at Hongkong, which ralses 
the interesting point av to how the birds got 
there} for Hongkong was a bare rocky island 
before the British took it over, and all such 
beautiful birds must have gone there as im= 
migrants to enjoy the magnificent woods pro- 
Vided by an energetic Forestry Department. 
Thinking over my experionce this morning it 
Seems possible that many Paroquets breeding 
inva wild state in China may well be escaped 
cage-birds, if they happened tw escape ina 
Suitable part of the country. But T doubt it 
the bird I saw today could survive in thisarea, 
and T hope the owner will advertize for it... 
“Lost in the Hungjao area, green Paroquel

Feb. 18—Cold weathor always seems to at~ 
arcet ducks into the inland waters near towns, 
nd the past week has given me some inter 
sting moments in consequence: as an exam- 
ple 1 would mention my last visit to the Dat 
Chicks—Mr. and Mrs. Podgy. As this pair have 
been very shy roeently, T approached their 
pond by u citeuitous route, serconing myself 
behind grave-mounds ete. *.... and was re- 
‘warded by heating (ong before I got a view) 
the thin piping, “Pip-pip-pip” which Mr. P, 
gives to reassure his nervous wife every time 
he goes three yards caway from the home reeds. 
By the time T'was necr enough to see the pait 
fof them over the pond-bank, ‘both were 
convinced there was something wrong and 
Moated clong with heads anxiously raised: I 
kept, stil, as a statue....but some’ tiny moves 
ment caused further’ sispicion, and Mr. P.

cribe: 1 cannot keep still as long ¢s a Little 
Grebe can, and I must have made some move- 
‘ment of head or hand: then, ina flash, the two 
birds dived—which was to be expected —but. 
whet was not expected was that just as if the 
Grebes had pulled a trigger when they dived 
Lup got eight or ten ducks! They appeared, 
course, from under the bank where T could ~ 
not see them, and went whirling up inte the 
sky. ‘The utterly unexpected appearance of 
these ‘ducks, ‘coming simultancously with. the ~

much by surprise that I forgot -all-about the 
fleld.glasses dangling round my neck; but the
